He was by birth a North · Briton, tutor to his Grace 
the Duke of Montroſe, and his brother, Lord George 
Graham; and afterwards Secretary to Frederick late 
Prince of Wales, ſather to his preſent Majeſty. He 
alſo enjoyed the place of Keeper of the Book of En- 
tries for ſhips in the port of London, Mr. Mallet 
married a lady of very conſiderable fortune, and lived 
and was reſpected as a gentleman. He died about 
the 1765. 

This Author's dramatic pieces were Eurydice and 
Muſtapha,tragedies,andAlfred and Britannia, maſks; 
Alfred being wrote. by Mr. Mallet in conjunction 
with the late amiable Mr. Thomſon, author of The 
Seaſons.
